Though aceused plesde@ guiltyk the prosecution established @ prima 
facie case by showing that aceused, o Japanese interpreter, at the Fukuoka 
Camp, on or about the 15 June 1945, claiming that the work of Tochnical 
Sergeant Hudson was unsatisfactory, bert and knocked him to the ground and 
then kicked him in the testicles (Fx 3, 1, R 8),

‘the accused testified under oath (R 21-28) that during hie 6 months

Though secused pleaded guilty, the prosecution established a prima 
facie case sha ing that on or about 1) August 1945, after Ehigoweru Odeishi 
had beat and kicked Steff Sergeant Shoemaker, because of a deficiency in =» 
the work, Shoemaker reported te Camp Headquarters as directed where both 
Odeiehi end seaused again beat Shoemker (Fx 6, 7, 8) 9, R11}, 


Steo om or about April or Mey 1945 prisoner of war Tolbert, being sus- 
pected of stealing food, denied the theft, but a search of his quarters 
revealed the food whereupon accused several times repeated ths proceaa of 
beating Tolbert unconscious with hie fists ore saber, end reviving him by 
throwing water on him after which accused threw Tolbert to he ground sev- 
eral times by jujitsu knocking him unconseious and reviving him with water 
each time. Following this abuse, American prisoners were ordered t beat 
Tolbert with their fists, which eeused permanent injury to hisnose (Ex 9, 
10, R 12),. 


b. For the Defense . 


Acoused testified that, while he was at Fuknoke Camp, he remembered 
Shoemaker and the incident involving aceused and Odeishi, (R 30) admitting 
that he atruck Bhoemmker twice with the open pelm of his hand but denied 
Shoemker's permanent iajury (R 31) and denied striking Shoemaker with his 
fists (R 32).. Accused recalled priser of war Tolbert who after o ques~ 
tioning admitted a theft of suger (R 32,. R 34), whereupon accused struek 
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
